This den paid a "guarantee 
Fund*® of $100,000.00 and a further daily sum of 
$3,333.00 to the Japanese Military Police for 
permission to carry on their business. On July 31, 
1940, the “New Asia Club” closed and amalgamated 
with the “Loh Ku» Hotel*®, a joint establishment 
of six leading gambling dens which is located at 
346 Avenue Haig. 

Following tke evacuation of the den, the 
premises at 864 Yu Yuen Road were almost immediately 
Occupied as a temporary boarding house by some 
ten members (usually armed with Mauser pistols) 
under the command of one Van Ming (DRO alias 
Van Li ong ed #1 oR ), a battalion commander 
of the ‘Peace and National Construction Army", who 
is in charge of the liaison office for the army in 
question at 65 West End Gardens, Yu Yuen Road.

It is reported that the premises will be 
used as a preparatory office for the forthcoming 
"New Special Police Force”.

There is no truth in the article appearing 
in the July 16th issue of the Chinese-American Daily 
News wherein they state that an order has been issued 
by the Shanghai City Government for the closure of 
all gambling dens in the Western District, 0.0.6.

During the most prosperous period of their 
business 24 amusement resorts were in existence in the Western 
District. They paid a total of $300,000 monthly to pay the 
expenses of the Fire Brigade, the Benevolent Organization, the 
Refugees’ Hospital, etc. After the return of the National 
Government to Nanking, these amusement resorts were once closed 
by order of the local authorities. A Rehabilitation Committee 
of Employees of Amusement Resorts in the Western District was 
organized and made an appeal to the City Government to grant a 
postponement of the order for six months so as to enable all 
the employees to maintain their livelihood. At the same time, 
the amusement resorts were reduced to 10 in all. They agreed 
to pay the same monthly tax as before when 24 amusement resorts 
were in existence. In addition to this tax, they are also 
willing to pay a certain amount to cover the expenses for the 
éstablishment of ten primary schools, two middle schools and 
a public hospital. 

As the matter was one which would greatly affect 
the administration of the City Government, the appeal submitted 
by the Committee was transmitted by the Shanghai City Government 
to the ’ Executive Yuan for record; at the same time it issued an 
order to the Police Bureau of the City Government to close all

Between 1 aem. and 5 aem., June 16, four 
Cow--r. nf Powe: armed members of the Japanese Military Police, 
eet vieited eight of the nine leading gembling dens 
and took away the arme and ammunition in possession of 
the guards. This step wee taken by the Japanese 
Militery Police ae a precaution against possible 
Opposition to their closure by the conductors of 
dene, tecause of the ettitude previously adopted by 
the Li Wei Lo Gambling Den on May 31, 1940.

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Following the receipt of an order for its 
suspension, CHU ZUNG LING, Manager of the Li Wei Lo 
Anusement Club, raised an objection and continued 
functioning. Al1 the guards in the employ of the 
Club and followers of CHU ZUNG LING were assembled 
on the premises and armed with some 100 Mauser 
pistols with a view to taking precautions against 
possible interference by the Amusement Readjustment 
Committee. The manager was of the opinion that the 
closure of the Li Wei Io Amusement Club would affect 
the livelihood of a large number of persons who 
would interfere with peace and order if thrown out 
of employment. This action on the part of the 
manager of the Li Wei Lo Amusement Club has caused 
considerable embarrassment to the Amusement 
Readjustment Committee and the refusal to close by 
this Club may affect the prestige of the Committee 
and cause other gambling dens to follow its example.

The news article appearing in the Chinese 
press of May 50th Issue in connection with the 
closure of the Hollywood gambling den, known as 
the Li Wei Lo (44 yi ) Amusement Club, 1204 
Yu Yuen Road, 0.0.L., is incorrect.

According to the agreement, the Shanghai Amusement 
Supervision Department, 9/470 Yu Yuen Road (Japanese 
sponsored), which has controlled the gambling dens in 
the Western District since their formation at the end 
of 1937, will hand over all affairs pertaining to the 
gambling dens to Wang Ching Wei's Administration at 
the end of February 1940 when a reorganization of the 
establishments will take place. although the scheme 
of reorganization to be undertaken is not yet known, 
it is learned from a reliable source that of the 
twenty-four gambling dens in the Western District only 
six to ten of the larger establishments will be permitted 
to reopen in future but they will be required to furnish 
between them a sum equivalent to the protection fees paid 
by those dene to be closed as a result of the reorganiza- 


tion. 
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The "Hwo-wei* lottery establishments in the Western 
District, O0.0.Le, it is revorted, will be treated in 
a similar fashion, 

Meanwhile a number of the promoters of the smaller 
gambling dens and "Hwo-wei't lottery organizations in 
the Western District are agitating against the order 
for the closing down of their establishments and are 
urging Sasaki, Chief of the Shanghai amsement Supers 
vision Department, 9/470 Yu Yuen Road, to maintain the 
“status quo.” However, it is generally viewed that 
the agitation will be fruitless and some of the gambling 
den conductors are contemplating the removal of their 
establishments to Nantao.

Close By End Of Month 


Rumour Spreading That Early Signing Of Outside 
Roads Agreement May Put All Gambling And 
Drug Dens In West Out Of Business 


Will all the gambling dens along 
the Outside Roads Area as wellas 
the drug dens be closed by Febru- 
ary 29? That is the question that 
is being asked by the operators 
and employees of the various 
gambling establishments in the 
western area during the past several 
days. 

A strong rumour has_ been 
spread over the city that February 
29 will be the deadline fixed for 
the closure of all the dens— 
gambling and opium—in the western 
district. Whether the order, if it 
does go into effect, will be the re- 
sult of successful negotiations be- 
tween the Shanghai City Govern- 
‘ment, headed by Mzyor Fu Siao- 
cn, and the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, for the conclusion of the 
“outside roads’ agreement or whe- 
ther the step will be taken by the 
City -Government authorities in 
order to speed up the ncgotiations 
is not known. 

No official confirmation or denial 
;of the rumour could be obtained 
yesterday from any source. Most 
of the officials stated that they had 
heard of the rumour but that they 
could neither confirm nor deny it. 

Should the order for the closure 
of all gambling and opium dens in 
the Western Area materialize, then 


it is believed likely that the gam- 
blers and narcotic traffickers will 
move over to Nantao. Here, how- 
ever, a hitch is likely to occur, as, 
since the opening of the former 
walled city a new and independent 
Amusement Resort Supervisor's 
Office has been sct up and operates 
completely independently from such 
an office in the western area of 
Shanghai. 


May Move Elsewhere

At 9 aem ifendruary 18, 1941, Loo Ting Js wh Diy 
conductor of the Hwa Loh Club, @ gambling den at 
792 Yu Yuen Road, was fatally shot by a male VChinese, 
named Voong Dze Tuh ES Hf 4. ) on Route des soeurs, 
“rench Concession, &28 he was leaving his home, House 6 
Tuh ¥oong Li (FZ Yy ), Route Vallon. Loo was 
formerly a journslist employed with the Dah Kune Pao 
and later a partner of the now defeanct Li ‘ai Lo 
Amusement Club at 1238 Yu Yuen koade 
He received two bullet wounds, one in the 
buttock and the other in the body. He died instantly. 

It is of interest to note thata previous 
attempt was made on Loo Tingsts life on Noverver 21, 
1940 at the Dah San Shing Restaurant, 679 soochow 
Road at his marriage ceremony. 

Loo Ting's assassination is said to be an act 
of vengeance and has no political sisnificsrncee ‘the 
assailant was shot and wounded by the #rench Police and 
is now detained in 5t. Marie's Hospital undergoing 
medical treatment. Two pedestrians also received 


gun-shot wounds during the affraye

Western Area Gaming Dens 
With the signing of an agree-
